States. 
Therefore a new appeal for 
money, clothing or cloth has been ad­ 
dressed to the people of Cleveland and 


Ohio. 
‘‘This appeal conies on the heels *>f 
a Brussels dispatch announcing that 
'Governor General von Biasing has im­ 
posed upon Belgium a monthly war 
contribution of 40,000,090 francs ($«,- 
000,000) toward covering the needs of 
the army and the oust of administer­ 
ing the occupied territories,' payment 
of the monthly tribute to begin De­ 
cember 10 and to be in addition to 
the other heavy penalties imposed by 
the Germans upon their unfortunate 
neighbors. 
"Some may think it illogical that 
Americans Should be asked to support 
the Belgians while the Germans are 
still despoiling them. But only a uio- 
menl’a thought is needed to show that 
the new exaction merely adds to the 
Belgians' suffering and to the duty of 
humanity to relieve 
it. 
Americans 
may not relish 
pouring 
money into 
Belgium while 
the German 
army 
drains it out, bul that is the way it 
Is. 
The United States 1b as helpless 
to prevent the new extortion as It was

"It la Improbable that any of the 
money sent to Belgium through the 
American commission for the relief 
of suffering will actually find its way 
into the $8,000,000 a month demand by 
Germany.

FRAME MODEL 
CITY CHARTER 


< ltv A ssociated P r e s s to News.)

Discussion of a 
model city charter took up all the 
time of the concluding sessions of the 
National Municipal league here today 
The document was 
prepared 
by a 
committee of which William Dudley 
Foulks, of Richmond. Ind., was chair­ 
man and which has been working on 
the subject for two y ears. 
A prelim­ 
inary report of this committee was 
made to the Baltimore convention of 
the league in 19 14. 
No set speeches 
were on the program today and in 
order to give the widest possible dis­ 
cussion to the charter 
all 
debaters 
were limited to five minutes in pre­ 
senting their views. 
The 
committee’s report 
included 
plans for certain constitutional pro­ 
visions to make the charter possible 
in states whose organic law 
would 
otherwise nullify some of its provis­ 
ions. 
This section of the report em­ 
bodied 
provisions 
giving 
any 
cit'- 
power to frame and adopt its own 
charter through an elective. non-i>ar- 
tisan commission and subsequent ref 
erendum election, giving cities power 
to levy taxes and assessments and to 
borrow money ; to own and 
operate 
public utilities or to regulate 
those 
those within its borders; and to unit*- 
c ity and county into one sy stem of 
municipal government under certain ( 
circumstances. 
k 
With this as a basis it was proposed 
that tlie city council should be com­ 
posed of from five to 25 members, se­ 
lected at large 
on a 
non-partisan 
basis and if possible by a preferential 
vote based upon proportional repre 
sentation 
The term of each council­ 
man was proposed as four y ears. The 
council would be given power to elect 
one of its members as may or and to 
appoint a city manager, a clerk and 
civil service commission. Councilmen 
would be forbidden to deal wit.h any 
one connected with the administrative 
service except through the city man 
ager and any attempt to give orders 
or otherwise interfere with the admin 
istration ot the city was made a mis­ 
demeanor, punishable by fin** and im­ 
prisonment. 
The charter provided that the may or 
should be recognized as head of the 
city by the courts for serving civil 
processes, 
by the 
governor of the 
state for military purposes and at all 
ceremonies. 
The document provided that munici­ 
pal elections should be held on a day 
other than those on which state and 
national elections are held. Names of 
candidates it was suggested, should 
be printed in alphabetical order and 
in rotation on different sets of ballots 
The ballots would be so combined as 
to have the fewest possible ballots 
having the same order of names in 
each tablet. 
Provisions for recall of elective offi- 
cers and for initiative and referendum 
on ordinances were incorporated in 
the charter but the report of the com­ 
mittee showed that its favor of these 
provisions was not unanimous. 
The city manager was given broad 
executive powers and made respons-

The civtl service would be adminis 
tered by a board of three selected by 
the council and removable by a four- 
tifths vote of that body only after 
written charges had been filed aud a 
hearing h**ld thereon. 
Six-y ear terms 
w ere provided for th** commissioners 
with the Idea that this would prevent 
any permanent influence upon it by a 
possible corrupt or partisan council. 
Provisions as to finance proposed es­ 
tablishment of a budget sy stem with 
limitations that would makt- difficult 
ati> shifts of appropriations except in 
emergencies. 
How bonds might be is 
sued, taxes levied and 
loans

were also detailed in this section and 
it further provided safeguards in the 
way of publicity for all contracts and 
purchases 
involving 
more 
than 
a 
stated expenditure. 
The model charter treated 
public 
utilities at length, providing methods 
by which the city might acquire own­ 
ership of these or regulate privately 
owned quasi-public corporations. 
The 
life of franchises was limited to JO 
y ears although it was pointed out 
that the expense of establishing elab- 
I orate utilities such as elevated rail* 
I roads might take a term of 50 y ears 
advisable
